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WHEN WILL THE 
LEAF TOBACCO 
MARKET OPEN? 

Warehousemen Worried Owr the At* 
tllude of Ihe Buyers, Who Saj 
The, Will He Here the 
First of Ihe Year. 

Loose Leaf Toboeco Warehouse- 
men In this city arc much put out 
over the prospects of the opening of 
the market In this city thin season. 

To use a familiar expression, 
"There Is a world of tobacco this year 
In this section." and the fact that the 
prospects arc not overly bright for 
the opening of the market here before 
the first of tlie year has Bet them on 
the anxious seat. 

Last week letters were received 
here from the big buyers staling that 
they would not he on this market be- 
fore the first week In January. 1919, 
which caused a big protest to be for- 
warded to them from the Mnysville 
Tobacco Association. 

The association called their atten- 
tion to the fact that the market in 
Lexington was scheduled to open on 
December 3, and asked why that mar- 
ket should be favored with a month's 
sales before this one. There ts Just 
us good quality of hurley sold on this 
market as there la at Lexington or 
anywhere else, and Just why the buy- 
ers should want to give this market 
a decided disadvantage over Lexing- 
ton cannot be explained, ns the big 
wigB are treated as well here as they 
are at any place on the earth, given 
Ihe same class of entertainment, the 
same class or better of tobacco and 
as this Is the place where the most 
of them found the burley tobacco In 
quantities to make them a sufficient' 
guarantee on their investment If there 
are any favors to be shown the ware- 
housemen here think they should have 
them. 

H may be that the buyers will 
change their decision and come here 
before the first of next year. 

Warehousemen are now busy try- 
ing to recruit their crews to handle 
the crops as soon ns the market opens, 
and if they ate to be handicapped by 
this late opening it will be extrenlely 
hard to get any labor at all, as It will 
be employed in other fields by that 
time, and if such be the case one can 
readily see the plight the houses hero 
will be in. Most all of the bouses are 
being put in working condition, and 
it is hoped the buyers will open here 
the same time they do elsewhere, as it 
is as much to their advantage as it Is 



the warehouses. 

As the growers have made arrange- 
ments to settle their* obligations to 
those merchant* who have always 
been glad to carry them, and these ob- 
ligations have been arranged for by 
the January 1st, the delay of a month's 
opening means a month's delay In 
settling these obligations, which will 
be embarrassing to the fnrmers nnd 
merchants. And then a large number 
have bought Liberty Bonds, War 
Slumps on the same conditions, all of 
which menns further delay to all par- 
ties concerned. It Is understood the 
buyers claim the Influenza epidemic 
has caused this delay on their part, 
something of course, over which they 
had nothing to do witb, claiming that 
ull markets would be treated alike by 
them — that is. they would have their 
buyers on all at the same time. As the 
draft has been recalled, things look 
a Utile better for securing the ne- 
cessary help from that source. 

Not very much of this year's crop 
has been sold to speculators as yet, 
but If the market Ib not to open be- 
fore the first of the year It Is thought 
a great deal will get Into outside 
hands, and if this be the case, and tin- 
demand for the weed becomes very 
strong, as it now seems very likely, 
those needing It will have to pay for 
It and pay dearly, too, as thoBe who 
buy and hold for more money can af- 
ford to hold and will Imld until they 
got their price, thus forcing the man- 
ufacturers to pay much higher prices 
than the tobacco Is really worth.

AUSTRIAN 
EMPEROR HAS 
ABDICATED 

Private Advices to CopenluMren From 
Austrian Capital Tell of His 
I, en vim: the Throne. 

London, November 12 — Emperor | 
Charles of Austria has nbdlcated, ac- ! 
cording to a Copenhagen dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph company. 

It Ib reported that a general Btrlke 
will be declared In Vienna tomorrow. 

Victor Adler, leader of the Austrian 
Socialists and foreign secretary In 
the German Austrian cnbtnet formed 
at Vlennn on October 31, Is dead, it is 
reported. 

Emperor Charles is reported to have 
abdicated and to have taken refuge in 
an isolated castle., The, throne has 
been tottering ever since the collapse 
of the Austrian armB on the Italian 
front. Emperor Charles has occupied 
the throne but two years. Charles Is 
a son of the lnte Franz Josef. He Is 
believed to be "the last 'of the Haps- 
burgs." 

The abdication of Emperor Charles 
has been rumored several times In the 
last two weeks, but none of these re- 
ports has been confirmed. On October 
29 It was reported that he had fled 
from Vlennn, but thi^ report was de- 
nied by a Berlin newspaper which 
said he was at the Austrian capital on 
October 30, and thut he had been cor- 
dially received by the people when 
going about the city. The most re- 
cent report In connection with Em- 
peror Charles was received on Novem- 
ber 2, when it was said that lie hail 
announced his intention to abdicate.

Drastic Terms of the Armistice That 

Must Be Compiled Wlth-Hermany 

Is Stripped of Power. 

— 

Washington. November 11 — The 
strictly military terms of the armis- 
tice include the evacuation of all In- 
vaded territories, the withdrawal of 
the German troops from the left 
bank of the Ilhlne and the surrender 
of all supplies of war. 

They also provide for the abandon- 
ment by Germany of the treaties of 
Bucharest and llrest-Lltovsk. 

The naval terms provide for the 
surrender of 160 submarines, 50 de- 
stroyers, 6 battle cruisers, 10 battle 
ships. 8 light cruisers and other mis- 
cellaneous ships. 

Besides the surrender of. the subma- 
rines. It Is required that all othem 
Bhall have their crews :>aid off, put out 
of commission and placed under the 
supervision of the allied and Amerl- 
ean naval forces. 

All silled vessels in German hands 
nre to be surrendered, and Germany is 
to notify neutrals that they are free to 
trade on the seas with the allied coun- 
tries. 

Among the financial terms included 
are restitution for damages done by 
the German armies: restitution or the 
OMh taken from the National Bank 
of Belgium and return of gold taken 
from Russia and Roumania. 

The military terms include the sur- 
render of 5.000 guns, half field and half 
light artillery; 30.000 machine guns, 
3.000 flame throwers and 2,000 air- 
planes. 

The surrender of 5,000 locomotives, 
50,000 wagons, 10,000 motor lorries, 
the railways of AlBace-lvorralne for 
use by the allies, and stores of coal 
and iron also are included. 

In connection with the evacuation 
of the left bank of the Rhine It is pro- 
vided that the allies shall hold the 
crossings of the river at Coblentz, Co- 
logne and Mayence, together with 
bridgeheads and a 30-kilometer rud- 

lUB. . 

The right bank of the Rhino land, 
that occupied by the allies. Is to be- 
come n neutral zone, and the bank 
held by the Germans Is to bo evac- 
uated In 19 days. The armistice is for 
30 days, but the President spoke of 
the war as "coining to an end." 



Hliidenhiirg With New Government 

Amsterdam, November 12 — Field 
Marshal Von Hindenburg is not in 
Holland, according to a telegram from 
the semi-official Wolff bureau of Ber- 
lin. He remains at main headquarters 
and adheres to the new government. 
The telegram an Is that Crown Prince 
Rupprecht of Bavaria, communder of 
the Oerman northern army group, has 
nol fled, as some reports have de- 
clared.

German troops which have not left 
the Invaded territories, which specifi- 
cally Includes Alsace-Lorraine, within 
14 doys become prisoners of war. 

Freedom of access to the Baltic Sea, 
with power to occupy German forts in 
the Cattcgat, is another provision. 

The Germans also must reveal loca- 
tion of mines, poisoned wells and like 
agencies of destruction, and the nllled 
blockade is to remain unchanged dur- 
ing the period of armistice. 

All ports on the Black sea, occupied 
by Germans, are to be surrendered, 
nnd the Russian war vessels, recently 
taken by the German naval forces, al- 
bo are to be surrendered to the allies. 

The President mnde it plain that the 
nations which have overthrown the 
military masters of Germany will now 
attempt to guide the German people 
safely to the family of Nations of 
Democracy.

COMBINE SMASHES US 

School Books May lie Changed He. 
cause the Combine Is Not Making 

enough Honor. 

It is possible that nearly a hundred 
per cent, change In textbooks used In 
the public and high schools may be 
made by the State Textbook Com- 
mission, which will be appointed In 
January by Gov. Stanley, although 
State Superintendent V. O. Gilbert 
does not believe it will be necessary. 

Wlille the commission is empowered 
under the act of 11)18, to change only 
50 per cent, of the subjects every five 
years, the present contractors must 
submit bids not in excess of present 
prices, and many of them are com- 
plaining that as a result of war con- 
ditions since their bldB were accepted 
In 1915, they are losing money. Their 
contracts run until 1920. 

So far no bonds have been forfeited, 
but there has been difficulty in getting 
books. The contractors say they do 
not want to publish more than are 
needed, and have limited their output 
lo the requirements estimated from 
time lo time by the tlisirihiiiini; 
agency. When the estimate has been 
short (if the demand il has caused de- 
lays. 

If the contractors, decide that nor- 
mal conditions will not be restored by 
1920, they may be decline to bid for 
extension of llielr contracts, which 
would throw all the subjects involved 
open for action by the commission. 
Bven then. If Jhe number thus thrown 
open amounts to 80 per cent., or over, 
it may be the law will limit the com- 
mission to these subjects and require 
a continuance of existing contracts In 
other branches. 

An entirely new Textbook Commis- 
sion Will be appointed in January by 
Gov. Stanley, one member from each 
of the seven Appelate districts and 
one from the University of Kentucky 
and each of the two Normal School 
faculties, with Gov. Stanley as ex-of- 
flcio chairman and State Superinten- 
dent V. O. Gilbert ex-ottlcio secretary. 

Gov. Stanley said today he has not 
begun to consider the make-up of the 
comission. 

Many charges and counter-charges 
were bandied buck and forth at the 
session of the first commission, which 
was held behind closed doors; but no 
tangible evidence of influence or cor- 
ruption ever developed from the accu- 
sations. 



All the members, excepting the 
Oharman, must be actively connected 
with school work in the State, and by 
changes of occupation or residence 
Koveral memhuis of the old commis- 
sion are disqualified for reappoint- 
ment. Judge Henry S. Barker, former 
president of the University of Ken- 
tucky; a.

Kcrrlck, who also is a member of the 
commission. 

Burton, 
Western Stales Normal; L. E. Foster, 
Ilopkinsville. and A. C Collins, Cov- 
ington. 

INTERNED IN HOLLAND 

London, November 11 — 4:45 a. m. — 
The arrival of William Ilohenzollern 
the former German emperor, with his 
wife and eldest son, has caused ex- 
citement and much uneasiness among 
Dutch authorities and the public of 
that country, says a dispatch, the 
Telegraph from Rotterdam, It ob un- 
utlicially stated that the refugees did 
not obtain authorisation from Holland 
to enter the country and crossed the 
rrontier in the neighborhood of Eys- 
den because the Dutch neutrality 
guards were weak at that point. It is 
said that the Hutch government faces 
difficulty as to its trentment of the 
uliwelcomed visitors. Many people 
contend that William Ilohenzollern 
and his eldest son are still German 
SOldiera and must be interned. Others 
urge that they should be sent back to 
Germany. Others argue that they can- 
not be prevented visiting their old 
friend Count von Hentinck II is re- 
ported that the Hutch frontier Is com- 
pletely open and many German of- 
ficers are seeking refuge In Holland.

Tho following picturesque account 
of a night raid over a German air- 
drome has been written by a rtrltish 
bomber. 

London— Night had fallen. .My pilot 



and I itOOd near our machine on the 
aerodrome diHcuHsing the coming

hence we were on the best of terms 
with ourselves and the night. 

It was almost 11 by the clock when, 
with an engine running smoothly and 
giving good "revs," we "took off'" In- 
to the night, fully loaded with bombs 
and ammunition.

The $5.00 profit on beef is only 1% per 
cent of the $400.00 value. 

The profit has little effect on price in either case, 
but has less effect on the price of beef than on the 
price of coal. 

Coal may be stored in the open air indefinitely; 
beef must be kept in expensive coolers because it is 
highly perishable and must be refrigerated. 

Coal is handled by the carload or ton; beef is deliv- 
ered to retailers by the pound or hundred weight. 

Methods of handling are vasfly different. Coal is 
handled in open cars; beef mutt be shipped in 
refrigerator cars at an even temperature.

My pilot throttles down the engine 
and we gradually lose height Here 
the peculiar shaped wood; there the 
village and the cross roads, and near 
the cross roads the aerodrome, ut 
no lights are visible. We are disap- 
pointed, when suddenly 1 spy a green 
light lired from the air. I point it 
out to my pilot. 

"A bocbe machine!" he shouts ex- 
cltedly. He is right, for the signal is 
answered from the ground. We Bteer 
clear of the aerodrome, fly beyond it 
and — wait. Our patience is rewarded. 
Suddenly the "I," landing lights are 
illuminated and two powerful search 
lights light up the ground. We glide 
nearer and nearer as the bocbe glides 
towards the lights. 

We Watched, excitedly. Ixiwer, 
lower, lower. He " flatten out" and 
lands. The "I," lights and one search- 
light are at once extinguished, while 
the other searchlight sweeps the 
grounds towards the hangar to show 
the airmen the way. 

He "tavies" to te hangar and stops. 
We urc above him now nt 700 feet. 
Hung! flung! Hang! Hang! Our bombs 
are gone — with what result? Rut-a-tat 
tat-tat! Hate! The tracer bullets are 
all around us. We tly along for a 
time, then swing round and approach 
the aerodrome gain to search for re- 
sults. 

The machine is in bits, the hangar 
is damaged I Are two hundred rounds 
of ammunition into the wreckage und 
we turn weBt — for home. 

"One Hun less to bomb us," cheer- 
ily shouts rail pilot through the speak- 
ing tube, and I gleefully answer 
"Yes."

"Cranberries are now In the mar- 
kets and we can mawe as delightful 
sauces and Jellies as we ever made 
Without using any sugar at all," Is the 
conservation message Bent out today 
by Mrs. Morris Gilford, chalrmnn of 
the Conservation Division of the Food 
Administration in Kentucky, to her 
lieutenants. 

"Cranberries are alwavs associated 

with Thanksgiving ami Christmas, ami 

this yeur many may hesitate to use 
tliem because of the scarcity of su- 
gar." Hut they need not, because 
cranberries may be served without 
emptying the sugar bowl." 

Mrs. Olfford recommends the fol- 
lowing recipes, which have been test- 
ed by the Food Administration in 
kitchen and laboratory: 

Cranberry Sauce 

Cranberries 1 quart. 

Unisons, tigs or coconut. 1 cup. 

Water, 3 cups. 

Sorghum or cane syrup. % cup. 

Inspect and wash cranberries. Pre- 
pare raisins, cut in small nieces, and 
add to cranberries and other Ingred- 
ients, and cook until tender. 
Cransberrj Sauce 

Cranberries, l quart. 

Water. 3 cups. 

Sorghum or cane syrup. V- cup. 

Cook cranberries with water and 
sweetening until soft, about 20 min- 
utes. 

Cranberry Jelly 

Cranberries, 2 quurts. 

Water, 1 quart. 

Light syrup, 1 to IK- cups. 

Cook cranberries in the water 20 
minutes. I'm through a sieve. This 
amount should make about 1 quart of 
Juice and pulp. Add sweetening and 
cook about 10 minutes, or until it will 
give a Jelly. Turn into molds. 
Cranberry.Apple Jelly 

Apple juice, 1 pint. 

Cranberry Juice, 1 pint. 

Sugar, % cup. 

Sorghum or syrup, 1% cups. 

Prepare apple juice as for apple jel- 
ly. Add prepared cranberry juice and 
boll 5 minutes. Add sweetening; boil 
until It gives the jelly test Turn in- 
to glasses. A large proportion of cran- 
berry may be used If desired. 
Candled CraiiHlicrrles 

Cranberries, 1 cup. 

Syrup, % cup. 

Choose large red cranberries and 
prick each one three or four times. 
Drop them carefully Into the boiling 
syrup and allow them to cook slow- 
ly for five or six minutes. Remove 
from fire and allow to stand overnight. 
Reheat and allow them to stand an- 
other night, if possible. Then while 
hot, remove the berries from the sy- 
rup und drop on well oiled paper or 
plute to dry. These may be used in 
the place of candied cherries for dec- 
orations. 

Cranberries may be dried to extend 
their season. They are valuable in 
giving color to sauces and deserts. 
Add a few to puddings and suuees to 
improve fluvor uud color. 

BeeaUSS of the acid content of cran- 
berries, sweeteners such us sorghum, 
cane or corn syrup may bo used even 
mure successfully thsn with «/hor 
fruits. CrsnberrloH may be combined 
with other fruits which sre sweot, 
such us apples, figs and rulslus, either 
to extend o rmodlfy the cranberry 
flavor or to udd sweetness lo It.

HAKE EVERY OUNCE OF 
FOOD COUNT TO UTMOST 

A Much Greater Ilurdon In I'pon Us If 
Peace Tomes at the Earlier Kate 
Than Thought For. 



Louisville, November 12 — Peace 
v ill make the food tasks of America, 
I intend of lighter, a statement Issued 
by the Edcuational Division of the 
food Administration snys. The statc- 
r ent follows: 

"The sternest task yet set for the 
r9ople of the United States, in the 
c ilnion of the highest authorities, Is 
t le shipment this crop year of 17% 
l llllon tons of food. But this la the 
l tnlmum amount which was based on 
i continuance of the war; the mnxi- 
1 um demands Increase day by day as 
r Idltional territory Is regained and 
f Idltional thousands of people are 
1 "rated. 

•"Kb r>r>T"lni» nf rn-ice Will net add 
p( und f f d to i>ur urrlv On 
contra-y. It will enormously In 
>ase our food obligations because it 
l ill allow us to reach with food the 
jeople of Poland, Rumania, Serbia, 
America, European Kunsian and oth- 
ers who are now without adequate 
fiod supply. The total number of 
t'lese peoples has been estimated at 
1 80,000,000, some of whom have par- 
tial resources and others of whom are 
row literally in a starving condition. 

"While the end of the war will 
bring release of large stores of food 
in the southern hemisphere, principal- 
ly In Australia and India, these added 
stores of food will not be sufficient to 
restore the starving people of Central 
and Eastern Europe to health and 
strength. These 180,000,000 will be In 
addition to the 120,000,000 In the Al- 
lied nations who arc now and will be 
for quite a while dependent upon us 
for a large share of their food sup- 
plies. 

"A tightening of the belt anew is 
necessary already; whatever is sent 
for the victims of war released from 
German bondage will be additional. 

"The demands cannot be met by- 
shifting from one food to another. All 
fcod must be saved. A surplus cannot 
be created by eating corn instead of 
wheat; the corn also is needed — we 
cannot dip very much Into the sup- 
ply of feed for animals, because It la 
in the same boat with bread grains. 

"Relying on food supplies out of the 
ordinary will help some, but it won't 
solve the problem. Calculations Bhow 
that 95 per cent, of our sustenance 1b 
from staples. We cannot make up the 
enormous deficit in staples from the 
frlnze of food stuffs. The main reli- 
ance is alwayB on staples and the 
main saving must be on stapleB. 

"This Is the basis underlying the 
new home card, which will soon be 
distributed Irrespective of peace terms 
to serve as a daily reminder to the 
poiple of the pledge made in their 
name and with their assent to sustain

CORN SHUCKING PRICES FIXED 
FOR 18 COUNTIES 

Richmond, Ky— In order to settle 
disputes that have arisen between 
farmers and employes that have been 
shucking corn County Food Commis- 
sioner A. R. Burnam, Jr., has Issued 
n notice that the following prices have 
been fixed by the Food Administration 
for eighteen Bluograss counties: 

For shucking shocks cut Blxteen 
hills square, 25 cents; eighteen hills, 
HO cents; twenty hills, 35 cents. 

However, as the practice has pre- 
vailed here of paying by the barrel 
the Pood Commissioner says: 

"I took this matter up with the Dis- 
trict Food Administrator and after 
consulting with him waB directed to 
fix the price of shucking corn by the 
barrel at 35 cents a barrel. 

"Any person paying more or less 
than this amount will be deemed vio- 
lating the fair price set by the County 
Food Administrator and the county 
chairman of National Defense. This 
applies both to farmers and employes"

the Allies during the war in health, 
comfort nnd courage, and to send help 
quickly nfter the war to those whose 
need Is greater than ours. 

"On the face of it, the thing is im- 
possible. To send from the same 
stock of food as last year more than 
half as much again — and we thought 
we were saving last year! What we 
are asked to do is to get down to the 
war baslB — the same basis on which 
the people of Europe have sustained 
themselves for four years, though 
« Ithout privation. 

"Nt can be done. Even In Belgium 
where the BupplieB of the Relief Com- 
mission have been the only resource, 
the health of the population has been 
maintained; tho death rate shows it. 
We in America have larger resources, 
a moro varied diet; it will not be ne- 
cessary for us to depend on a daily 
dole of stinted rations. It is neces- 
sary to make every ounce of food 
count, every morsel contribute Its last 
bit of nourishment. But we will do 
it. The Educational Division Is confi- 
dent that the people of Kentucky, who 
cooperated In food saving so effectual- 
ly to make victory certain, will now 
under the able leadership of Federal 
Food Administrator Fred M. Sackett 
continue to cooperate until victory Is 
complete."
